Chief Salvatore publically 
announced his retirement at 
the meeting Tuesday night. 
After congratulating the newly 
elected commissioners and 


' mayor, he said; "This meeting

marks the end of my 31 years 
of service to the city. May 31 
marks the erid of my employ- 
ment. You might want to talk 
about finding someone else .to 
sit here." The chief said he 
could not remain ‘on the job 
thereafter without losing, 
benefits from the state retire- 
ment program. 

In'response to a question 
from Commissioner Keith 
Babb, who said he had not been 


` notified of Salvatore's resig- 


nation, City manager-Schenck 
said Chief Salvatore . had 
turned in his resignation May 
1, the Monday. béfore the city 
election, and the’ retirement 
was hot broadly publicized so 
as to avoid impacting the 
election . 

Mr. Schenck told the 
commissioners. because of the 
timing involved in the retire: 
ment, he would prefer to forego 
advertising tMe position and 
select à qualified applicant 
from those whose applications 
he has on hand. He said 
advertising the position would 
delay filling the position for six 
to eight weeks. "Normally we 
would ‘advertise the position. 
But when we: advertise a 
position, we usually allow 30 
days for applicants to submit

South Bay police department 
clean up streets to combat crime

South Bay Police -Chief 
Danny Jones said while 
nonviolent crime has been 
reduced nearly 30 percent in 
the two and one half years 
since he became chief of the 
South Bay Police Department, 
he was not satisfied that his 
officers were getting to know 
the people in his community. 

The April 4 murder of:Louise 
Walcott spurred him to find a 
way to make officers more 
visible on city streets. 

“We've solved the majority of 
major crimes, here--the fire at 
city hall, the murder of Mrs. 
Walcott. But we're not getting 
to know the citizens in the 
community,” the Chief said. 

Beginning last week, using 
funds provided by a local law. 
enforcement block grant, South 


Bay police.” officers began 
cleaning up the streets of. 
South Bay--literally. 


d and seed type 


program. We want to get the 
community involved in 
cleaning up their neighbor- 
hoods. Not only will it improve 
the appearance of the neigh- 
borhood, but we hope it will 
réduce the street level crime," 
the Chief said. 

The Chief expects the clean- 
up effort to. reduce crime, 


. though the continued increased 


presence of officers, and to 
encourage property owners and. 
Other residents in 
neighborhoods to interact. with 
officers. 

“It's community ад all 
over again, back to the heart of 
getting to know the neigh- 
borhood, interact with people 
and the Kids as they're going to 
and from school,” the ‘chief 
said. "The death^ef Louise 
Walcott had a lot to do with it-- 
because we believe the suspect 
in'her murder was involved in 
these street level drug deals. 
We' re not going to stand idly by

We 
want to take an ajgressive, 
proactive approach." 

Chief Jones said he plans for 
the clean up activity to be a 
part of each officer's daily, shift. 

There are three phases to the

debris but picking up stray 
animals. and. posting appro- 
priate signage.

The veteran law enforcement 
officer said he wants to 
improve training for deputies; 
"to insure that they display the 
proper attitude while on patrol, 
with special emphasis on serv- 
ing the handicapped and dis- 
abled. He wants to enhance the 
programs designed to address 
the'specific needs of the elderly 
as well as juvenile crime pre- 
vention. ` 

“I spent 10 years iri the juve- 
nile division. I hate to use the 

“misfortune of children in trou- 
ble as a political platform, but

nile crime prevention.

Crime may be down, 
in some cases, he said, “but if 
your wife or daughter is one of 
the eight women that are-sexu- 


ally assaulted each year, do you , 


really care if sexual assault is 
down 10 percent? Statistics can 
be used to prove anything." 
Mr. Mascaro charged that a 
lot of taxpayer money is going 
to top administrators in—the 
department who have received 
24- 40 percent salary increases. 
He said a number of depart- 


merit employees have. been ` 


hired, from outside the agency, 
and in many of those cases, the 
appointments and , salary 
increases have béen politically 
motivated.

May is Better Speech and Hearing Month

Every day in; Palm Beach County's schools, а 
group of highly educated, specially trained pro- 
fessionals make learning possible for the one in 
10 students who have speech and language prob- 
lems. Мау is Better Speech and: Hearirig Month, 
time to talk about the contributions of these pro- 
fessionals, Speech and Language Pathologists. 
Speech-Language Pathologists. work in the 
schools with children who have articulation 
problems (saying “w” for “r”, for example), fluen- 
cy problems'(such as stuttering), or voice prob- 
lems (too nasal or too hoarse). They also work 
with children who have language problems. 
These children have trouble following instruc- 
tions, making sense of written materials, and 
verbally expressing their thoughts-ànd ideas. 
May has been designated as Better Speech and 
Hearing Month at*the national and local level. 
Back in 1927, a group of “speech correctionists”, 
as they were called at the time, formed what 
would become the American Speech-Language- 
Hearing Association. To increase public aware- 
зв of communication disorders, they dedicated 
the month they thought-best symbolized thé new * 
life that speech treatment could give to someone 
who had a problem: > sunny May. Throughout 
Palm Beach County Schools, Speech-Language 
Pathologists and other: professionals who work 
with people who have communication challenges 
remember that May is the time to tell the public 
how-to identify, prevent, and treat speech, lan- 
guage, and hearing impairments. 
Lahguage skills ara the basic building blocks 
we use to construct satisfying school, social, and 
work lives. No matter who you are or what you 
do, you need .to communicate effectively. 
Communication is the heart &nd soul of human 


existence. Our ability to.communicate lets us 


build*relationships and learn from others. It is a 
two way street. We take information in (recep- 
tive communication) and we express our own 
thoughts (expressive communication). Good com- 
munication skills are essential for children to 
suéceed in school. Many children with treatable 
hearing, speech, and language disorders are 
never properly diagnosed. Often, children whose 
speech and language disorders are not treated 
are mislabeled, “inattentive”, “disruptive,” or 
“learning-disabled.” 

Children who do not communicate at an age- 
appropriate level should be evaluated by a qual- 
ified professional. Speech-Language 
Pathologists from Palm Beach County Schools 
advise parents to take time this May, Better 
Speech and Hearing Month, to assess their chil- 
dren’s speech and language abilities. 

Rosenwald Elementary School has decided to 
celebrate-£he month by having “Parent Therapy 
Day." During the month, parents are invited. to 
the school to learn about what takes place in 
Speech and Language Therapy and.how they can 
help their child achieve speech. and language 
success. Free materials and literature will be 
handed out. In addition, students .who partici- 
pate.in the Speech and Language [mpaired pro- 
gram will read à daily public service announce- 
ment on R.E.S. T.V., the school’s television sta- 
tion. The students have also taken pride by dec- 
orating the therapy room door with pictures and * 
descriptions ‘of the goals they work. on during 
sessions. Throughout. Better Speech and 
Hearing Month, Rosenwald's: Speech-Language. 
Pathologist will remind students, teachers, par- 
ents, and staff to protect and appreciate their 
ability to communicate."

Professional “storm 
chasers tell me being in the 
right place at the right time is 
their primary goal when they 
are traveling through the back 
roads of Oklahoma or Texas in 
pursuit of a tornado, 

It is all about timing. A! 
the case of storm chasers, 
all about perfect timing. 

Ninety-nine percent of the 
time these tornado researchers 
never come close to a tornado. 
Most of their day is spent scan- 
ning the skies, watching their 
Doppler radars and hoping the 
next turn in the road leads to 
the most violent and unpre- 
dictable storm on earth--a tor- 
nado. 

Yet sometimes its the tornado 
that's doing the chasing. Such 
was the case of May 12, 1997, 
when a tornado moved through 
downtown Miami. 


Timothy Whisper 
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It was a remarkable sight. 
Here was a tornado, “later 
determined by the Miami 
National Weather Service to 
have winds between 100 and 
110 mph, meandering through 
the skyscrapers of downtown 
Miami! 

Most of us will never see a 
tornado, but thousands of peo- 
ple. witnessed the Miami 
twister. It formed around 2 
P.M., just as many people were 
returning from lunch. 

Many of those folks took pho- 
tographs of the twister, making 
the Miami tornado one of the 
most documented twisters in 
recorded history. 

Still, one camera captured 
the entire event. It was, in the 
words of the storm chasers, in 
the right place at the right 
time, If storm chasing is all 
about timing, this camera and 
its operator had perfect timing. 

High atop a bank building in 
downtown Miami, this televi- 
sion "towercam" just happened 
to be pointed in the right direc- 
tion and it just happened to be 
recording on video tape just as 
the Miami tornado formed. * 

It is one of the most remark- 
able video images I have ever 
seen. Even .today, three years 
after the event, and after 
watching it dozens of time, T 
am still struck with awe as the 
funnel drops from the cloud, 


touches the ground and moves * 


through Miami. 
I've never been an eyewitness

to a tornado but, after watching" 
the Miami tornado on tape, T 

think I know how a stormchas- 
er.feels when a tornado drops 
from the sky. The exhilaration 
at witnessing one of Nature's 


most powerful products müst . 


be overwhelming and, while 
nothing can compare to the real 
thing, the Miami videotape 
comes close. 

Seeing a tornado is one thing 
but actually experiencing it is 
something else. The folks in 
downtown Miami weré amaz- 
ingly lucky on May 12, 1997. 
No one was killed and only a 
dozen minor, injuries were 
reported. 

The tornado did produce 
extensive damage to an apart- 
ment and some houses in 
Little Havana, as well as dam- 
aging cars and blowing out 
office windows. Total damage 
was estimated at just- over 
$500,000. Obviously, it could 
have been much worse. 


For a long time, people would . 


ask me-why a tornado never 
struck a major city why 
twisters seemed to always pick 
on mobile home parks. In 
recent years, major cities have 
been hit by tornadoes-Miami in, 
1997, Salt Lake City and 
Oklahoma City in 1999 and Ft. 
Worth, Texas earlier this year. 

Like the storm chasers say, it 
is all about timing.
